The  Ada  Compiler  Validation  Capability  (ACVC)  is  a  suite  of  tests  designed 
determine  an  Ada  compiler's  conformance  to  MIL-STD- 18 1 5A,  the  Ada  Language  Refer 
Manual  (LRM) .
